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Student Government 
strongly opposes 
Question #3 

CLT stands for Citizens for Limited Taxation. 
This group is sponsoring a referendum question 
which would roll back taxes to 1988 levels. The 
rollbacks would be in the areas of income tax, fee 
rollbacks, and a gas tax repeal. 

CLT sounds simple and beneficial, but its effects 
would be devastating to higher education, human 
services, and police and fire depts.. 

The state budget for Fiscal Year (FY) 1991 is 
13.4 billion. But by the time this bill would pass 
and go into effect the 91 budget would be half 
spent! So a $6.7 billion budget would have to 
absorb the $1.7 billion cut. Of that budget, only 
$3 billion is “discretionary” or cut-able, the rest is 
required by federal and state mandates to be spent 
so the remaining $3 billion would have to absorb a 
$1.7 billion cut. 

The effects of CLT passing would be devastating 
to U. Lowell. The allocation for state colleges and 
universities for this year was $287,800,033. If CLT 
passes the reduction would be $59,471,000 ! 

For U. Lowell specifically, this would mean our 
budget would be cut from $45,037,458 to 
$35,730,458. CLT wants to roll back figures to 
1988 levels. Well U. Lowell’s budget was $58 mil¬ 
lion then. Therefore the difference would be $23 
million less. 

If CLT passes and this cut goes through, the U. 
of Lowell as we know it will not be able to func¬ 
tion! About half of our staff and faculty would be 
laid off. Colleges would have to be closed. Depart¬ 
ments would have to be combined & consolidated 
(i.e. Physics and Chemical Engineering), and all 
the colleges at U. Lowell would lose accreditation. 
The alternative to layoffs and a possible 5HUT 
DOWN of ULowell is a tuition increase of $900 
for the $pring 5emester. Still, there would be no 
guarantee of what would follow. We can’t afford to 
vote yes on question number 3. For more informa¬ 
tion, visit the South Student Information Center.

What's in your water:

Each September when stu¬ 
dents arrive at ULowell, one of 
the most common complaints 
heard is how terrible the city 
water tastes. Many students 
will resort to buying bottled 
water so that they will not have 
to drink Lowell water. Some 
feel that the water is unsafe but 
the water is filtered. 

The cleaning process is a 


complicated system. It starts 
with a large screen that filters 
out big objects, and chlorine is 
then added to disinfect any bac¬ 
teria present in the water. Alu¬ 
minum Sulfate acts as a 
coagulant so that the particles 
stick together and become 
heavy enough to sink. The 
water is then sent to a flocula-

KNOXVILLE, Term. A group of University of Tennessee 
fr-dents, many of them foreign-born, staged a silent protest 
N:pt. 4 of the U.S. military buildup on the Arabian Peninsula. 
It was one of a handful of such protests on American campus¬ 
es during recent weeks. 

“We view the ban on food and medicine shipments to the 
Iraqi people as unjustifiable, criminal and inhumane,” said the 
>:atement from the protesters, who held signs urging that 
Arabs be left to solve the “Arab problem” of Iraq’s conquest 
of Kuwait. 

SYRACUSE, N.Y. After a group of parents complained that a 
memorial to the 35 Syracuse University students killed in the 
1988 terrorist bombing of a Pan Am flight over Lockerbie, 
Scotland, was “insensitive,” Syracuse officials unveiled an 
amended inscription of the memorial Sept. 5. 

The new phrase notes the crash, which killed 270 people, 
was “caused by a terrorist bomb.” The original inscription did 
not cite a cause. 

“We were confronted by a small group of parents w ho felt 
the university had been most insensitive in their failure to 
identify the cause of the crash as a terrorist bombing, thereby 
allowing the event to be viewed as an accident,” said Syracuse 
administrator Ronald Cavanagh.

Knowles told WVSC foundation Director Cam Sellers he 
would withdraw his recommendation that Du Pont chip in 
SI 0,000 to help the school buy lab equipment. 

Rhode Island In a compromise with her school, Community 
College of Rhode Island nursing student Rusann Charron 
won an 18 month old fight to avoid having to dissect a cat in 
a required class. 

OnAug. 29, the college agreed to let Charron, who con¬ 
tended raising cats for the purpose of being dissected is 
immoral, take an alternative human anatomy class at the 
University of Rhode Island instead.

"When we found out he had 
cancer, 1 had to inform the 
team”, said coach Stone. The 
team played possessed going all 
the way to the ECAC tourna¬ 
ment. The players visited 
David often and David coura¬ 
geously attended as many 


games as he could. 

Throughout the spring and 
summer Boutin’s battle with 
bone cancer was well docu¬ 
mented. There was a series of 
articles in the Lowell Sun cov¬ 
ering the community fund rais¬ 
ers and his recent visit with Jose 
Canseco and Roger Clemens. 

When David passed away, 
the university community was 
affected. The day of his funeral 
the baseball game that day was 
cancelled. Later in the after¬ 
noon, football captain Paul 
Haley dedicated the game to 
David. All across the city, 
moments of silences where held 
to remember David and how 
special he was. 

“A number of things made 
him special,” coach Stone says, 
“his smile and his work ethic, 
both on and off the field. 

“David had a love for base¬ 
ball. Next to his family and 
girlfriend, he loved baseball 
more than anything”. 

In the short time David 
Boutin spent at U. Lowell he 
left a permanent and positive 
impact. He will be remembered 
by everyone, most of all, as a 
great person. The University of 
Lowell will miss you, David.

Physics lab manuals finally arrive

During the first few weeks of 
the fall semester, there were 
many Physics students in course 
96-141 that were without text 
book for the required lab 
course. Where were these lab 
books, and why did this hap¬ 
pen? Dr. Carr, the author of the 
missing text and a University of 
Lowell professor, said that the 
text had been ordered in late 
August. In the past, the texts 
have been shipped out of Fitch¬ 
burg MA, and had never taken 
long to arrive. The actual order 
date was August 30th. Only a 
hour drive away from the Uni¬ 
versity of Lowell, there should 
have been plenty of time for 
them to arrive here. 

However, according to Mr. 
York, the Textbook Manager of 
the North Campus Book Store, 
the Xerox Publishing Group, 
publishers of the text, had 
changed the subsidiary publish¬ 
er to Glinn Press, in Prentice 
Hall, New Jersey. The paper¬ 


work shuffle required a longer 
period of time to ship than 
originally expected, and there¬ 
fore caused a delay to the stu¬ 
dents. Mr. York did point out 
that the normal shipping time 
for a text, including ordering, 
shipping, and receiving, usually 
requires four to six weeks. This 
text’s turn around time was less 
than one month. Overall, Mr 
York was pleased with the rapid 
receipt of the text from the pub¬ 
lishers. 

Meanwhile, many students 
were without guidance as to 
how to complete their require¬ 
ments for the course. Eventual¬ 
ly, through efforts of Dr. Carr 
and the many lab instructors, 
students were sent the message 
that all things would be consid¬ 
ered during the grading of the 
initial labs; in which many stu¬ 
dents did not have a text. It is 
easy to see why the students 
were so concerned, as for most 
of them this physics class is one 
of the first classes they ever 


take at the university. 

With the situation resolved, 
there is feeling of calm among 
the students who are in this 
course. Many of the students, 
however, do not realize that if 
this text had taken the full time 
to be received, it may have been 
the middle of October before 
the (approximately) 400 stu¬ 
dents would have received it. 

Mr Bolan, the General Man¬ 
ager of the North Campus Book 
Store, said, “There always 
seems to be one course that 
doesn’t have enough texts, or 
were not ordered on time. That 
presents a problem to the stu¬ 
dent. We had 97 percent of all 
texts in before the semester 
started, and that is something 
we’re proud of. I have worked 
here for over 17 years and never 
has it been perfect.” 

It may not be perfect, but the 
text is in, and many entering 
Physics students are back to 
some normality... well at least 
they have their books.

Senior left wing Brendan 
Flynn will captain the 1990-91 
University of Lowell hockey 
team. Flynn is the second sin¬ 
gle captain in as many years for 
the Chiefs, following 1989-90 
captain Craig Charron 

With the loss of Charron and 
Scott MacPherson, who scored 
38 of the Chiefs 121 goals last 
season, coach Bill Riley will 
rely on a concerted effort from a 
young team to pick up the slack. 
Riley, entering his 22nd and 
final year at U. Lowell, said 
Flynn is the perfect player to 
lead such an effort. 

“He’s certainly going to be a 
great team leader,” Riley said. 
“He’s an inspirational player 
who will help pull the team 
together.

Flynn is the top returning 
scorer from last year’s team.

The 5-11, 174-pound Flynn 
scored four goals and 15 assists 
for 19 points as a sophomore in 
1988-89 after contributing five 
goals and four assists for nine 
points as a freshman.

The son of Steven and Brid¬ 
get Flynn of South Boston, 
Flynn played high school hock¬ 
ey under Bob Hayes at Boston 
College High before prepping at 
Avon Old Farms where he 
played for coach John Gartner.

There the 
heavier materials sink to the 
bottom of the pool and clean 
water goes over an 18 ft. wall at 
the end of the tank. It travels to 
the Sand Media Filters where 
carbon is added for regulating 
taste and color, and more chlo¬ 
rine is added to be certain that 
any remaining bacteria is killed. 
Floride is added for dental 
health reasons and the caustic 
sodas balance the ph level for 
rusty pipes. The processed 
water then goes out to reser¬ 
voirs and then to your home or 
dorm.

Active-Duty Reservists 
Will Get Loan Deferments 


Student reservists 
called up on active duty in the 
Middle East will be eligible for 
student loan deferments, even if 
they can’t contact lenders, the 
Education Department says. 

In a memo sent to 
members of the student aid 
community last week, ED offi¬ 
cials said all military reservists 
called up are eligible for loan 
deferments. 

Because reservists 
were called up so quickly, ED 
says it will permit lenders to 
accept deferment documents 
from a close family member or 
another person aware of the 
borrower’s military status, 
including a military personnel 
officer. 

To qualify for a defer¬ 
ment, ED will accept a state¬ 
ment from the borrower’s com¬ 
manding officer or personnel 
officer, a copy of the borrow¬ 
er’s military orders or a copy of 
the borrower's active duty mili¬ 
tary identification card. 

ED also said lenders 
can grant student reservists a 
six-month retroactive defer¬ 
ment. 

Members of the 
National Guard placed on 
active duty are eligible for the 
same deferment, ED officials 


said. 

Reprieves Available As Well 

In addition, reservists 
can receive a six-month 
reprieve from payments and 
loan interest simply by having a 
family member or military offi¬ 
cer call the lender, although 
interest on the loans will con¬ 
tinue to accrue. A formal “for¬ 
bearance" agreement is needed 
if the reservist wishes to extend 
that period beyond six months, 
the memo says. 

Spouses of reservists 
can qualify for the same six- 
month reprieve, but such a 
reprieve is not automatic. To 
qualify, the spouse has to 
demonstrate that he or she is 
unable to make loan payments

It’s been almost ten years since 
the premature demise of rock 
and roll supergroup. Led 
Zeppelin. Regarded as the pre¬ 
mier rock band of the 1970’s, 
the group disbanded during the 
autumn months of 1980 due to 
the sudden demise of the 
group’s drummer, John 
“Bonzo” Bonham. Preserving 
Led Zeppelin’s rich musical 
legacy is tribute band Physical 
Graffiti (named after Zeppelin’s 
sixth album). 

Taking the Channel stage this 
past week, the band launched 
into “The Song Remains the 
Same” to the pure delight of 
those assembled. After pro¬ 
gressing through such Zeppelin 
ir try pieces as “Bring It On 


Home” and the stomping thud 
of “Black Dog,” the band 
slowed down and performed 
classic Led Zep acoustic mate¬ 
rial meticulously. Rex Kapsis, 
strumming a Gibson J- 200 
Acoustic guitar, captured the 
same sense of melancholy that 
Zeppelin guitarist Jimmy Page 
originally invoked in the song 
“Babe, I’m Gonna Leave You.” 
The highlight of the set was the 
inclusion of a song Led 
Zeppelin never performed dur¬ 
ing their twelve year flight, 
“Your Time is Gonna Come.” 
After the softer, ringing acous¬ 
tic set, Kapsis, wielding a sun¬ 
burst Gibson Les Paul, began 
the mystic enchantment that 
opens “Achilles Last Stand,” 
then segued into the rarely per¬ 
formed “Hot’s On for 


Nowhere” before climaxing the 
set with “Kashmir” — after 
which the band sauntered off 
the stage. 

During the first encore, the 
band launched into the infernal 
strains of “In The Light.” As 
the din subsided, the band lit 
into “In The Evening” with a 
Herculean stamina and fury that 
no one in the audience was pre¬ 
pared for. 

After the opening salvo of 
“The Wanton Song," the band 
slowed things down for the next 
tune “All of My Love,” a 
maudlin love song of remorse 
and pain. Next the band payed 
tribute to the late John Bonham 
with “Moby Dick,” Bonham's 
notorious drum solo. Minutes 
later the band wound down the 
evening with the crowd pleaser 


“Rock and Roll” and left the 
stage. 

Twenty minutes later, the 
band took the stage again to 
satiate its followers and 
launched into the martial walls 
of the “Immigrant Song” before 
the band bade the audience 
goodnite with “Good Times, 

Band Times.” 

As the show concluded it 
seemed that there was a certain 
randomness to it and that the 
show lacked any clear pacing.

If you missed Hello Dolly this 
time, be sure not to when it 
comes back! A vivid and 
dynamic musical, it keeps you 
laughing. The dancing never 
stops and the singing and music 
envelope you in warmth and 
hilarity. 

Mimi Hines is a powerful 
figure that draws the eye like a 
magnet. She plays the mis- 
chievious and meddlesome 
widow, Mrs. Dolly Gallagher 
Levi, a woman that makes her 
living by interfering, with flair. 
Dolly has set her sights on her 
biggest client, Mr. Horace 
Vandergelder, wishing to rejoin 
life; as she sings in the touching 
scene, "Before the Parade 
Passes By." Her expressive 
voice fills the large hall and her 
timing is wonderful. 

Horace Vandergelder is a 
difficult and stubborn, but very 
rich man, and Phil Ford plays 
him with style. A tyrant in 
house and store, he keeps his 
niece and clerks firmly in 
check. He employs Dolly to 
find him a wife — little dream¬ 
ing that she is aiming to get that 
position for herself. His confu¬ 
sion and outrage at the general 
madness and escapades are as 
genuine as a person can get and 
his frustration about Dolly at 
the end realistic. 

The supportive casting was 
excelent. Cornelius, one of Mr. 
Vandergelder’s clerks, played 
by Michael Knese, comes 
across with an eagerness hard 
to find nowadays. Barnaby, 
another clerk (James Ferris), is 
not as adventuresome about 
going to the Big Apple and is 
pursuaded only by a promise to 
see the .stuffed whale. Mrs. 
Malloy (Laura Lofaso) is 
almost the fiance of 
Vandergelder and a woman 
waiting for love to happen. She 
sings it eloquently in "Ribbons 


Down My Back." Minnie May 
(Amy Klahr) is the dose of 
common sense her employer 
doesn’t take. 

The production flys buy in an 
array of brilliantly colorful cos¬ 
tumes and quick changing 
scenery. The near meetings of 
the store clerks and 
Vandergelder leave you roaring 
with laughter as they hide in the 
closet and under a table. 
Ermengarde (Robin Granlick) 
is Vandergelder’s ever crying 
and wailing niece, the only time 
she smiles is at the end of the 
play. The excitement comes to a 
crescendo in the title number 
"Hello Dolly." Leaping and 
dancing waiters welcoming her 
back - she is arrayed in a vivid 
red on red dress and feather 
tipped hat — to the Harmonia 
Gardens Restaurant, a place she 
went to with her first husband. 

One of the funniest moments 
in the musical takes place after 
a riot breaks out in the restau¬ 
rant. Everyone meets and they 
are brought to a courtroom. 
The judge asks if anyone will 
speak for the defense and 
everyone looks to Dolly. Dolly 
is still seated at a table eating 
from all the plates and ignoring 
their beseeching looks until she 
finishes. She gathers the left¬ 
overs in a napkin, places it in 
her enormous hand bag and 
walks calmly to the judge ( 
appropriating two wine glasses 
on the way) to say her piece. 

The musical ends with a pro¬ 
posal from Horace to Dolly and 
a resounding reprise of "Hello 
Dolly." Thunderous applause 
echoed in the auditorium 
through the entire finale and 
well deserved bows. 

This musical is absolutely 
something to see if you ever 
have the opportunity.

shows some signs of life, and 
its creepy infrared eyes watch 
the couple’s love-making.

Its visually- 
arresting, stunning photography 
sets the mood perfectly for a 
film that draws you in and 
doesn’t let you go; you simply 
cannot stoo watching. What a 
powerful way of telling the 
audience that the seeming 
dream-life that we live today 
could be the nightware we all 
live tomorrow.

Shotokan Holds Annual Demonstrations 


Tuesday, September 
11, the ULowell Shotokan 
karate Club held its annual 
demonstration. President John 
Softie and Vice President Steve 
Stone welcomed back old 
members and greeted dozens of 
nterested newcomers. Details 
of the club membership were 
discussed and many questions 
-ere answered regarding the 
new policies this semester 
around the Karate program. 

The first part of the 
actual demonstration was a 
show of the basic skills that are 
taught in Shotokan Karate.

International Relations at ULowell 


The International 
Relations Club at ULowell 
received a visit from executive 
director Dominic Kulik and 
program director Andrea Walter 
of the Center for Common 
Security Tuesday, Sept. 4. The 
Living/Learning Center at 
North Hall harbored the repre¬ 
sentatives of the non-profit 
organization until the following 
Friday and absorbed the pro¬ 
gram the CCS (Center for Com¬ 
mon Security) proposed. 

The CCS is a non-par¬ 
tisan activist which reaches 
over 40 campuses a year 
informing thousands of students 
about the opportunities for par¬ 
ticipant education programs on 
their campuses. The CCS also 
introduced an emerging policy 
direction which redefines 
national security issues by 
addressing possible economic, 
environmental, and political 
roots of conflict. The CCS pro¬ 
poses the U.S. work towards a 
more independent nation by 
way of a decrease in the 
amount of foreign oil used by 
the U.S. to prevent conflicts, 
increasing international mecha¬ 
nisms, and increasing demo¬ 
cratic participation. Also 
among the CCSs’ goals are to 
“provide for the traditional con¬ 


cerns of defense while eliminat¬ 
ing the most provocative and 
destablizing weapons. This 
includes moving from Mutual 
Assured Destruction (MAD) to 
Mutual Defense Superiority 
(MDS)”. Other progressive 
issues the CCS stressed were 
the need to enhance democracy 
and encourage leadership, espe¬ 
cially among traditionally 
underrepresented constituencies 
(women, people of color, young 
adults.) 

The turnout for the 
first meeting of the 
Living/Leaming Center and the 
CCS was highly inspirational. 
Approximately 30 students 
including a considerable num¬ 
ber of commuters attended to 
express their interest in global 
issues and their integration at 
ULowell. The meeting served 
as a catalyst to form other cam¬ 
pus groups as well. Members 
of the Cultural Pluralists voiced 
ideas for South African issues 
to be addressed. Andrea Wal¬ 
ter, CCS program director, 
scheduled and orchestrated a 
talk on the role of women and 
leadership as a result of femi¬ 
nist concerns within the group. 

Throughout the rest of 
the week, the CCS gave presen¬ 
tations in Dean Bergeron and 


John McDougalls’ classes. 

When asked to relay 
messages to the students and 
professors at ULowell, program 
director Andrea Walter believes 
the CCS model will be “train¬ 
ing the next generation of 
American Leaders.” Executive 
director Dominic Kulik feels 
strongly that “the label of Apa¬ 
thy doesn’t describe the paraly¬ 
sis students feel in their lives 
and doesn’t assist them in cre¬ 
ative ways to change the world. 
The CCS model does assist 
them and trusts their compas¬ 
sion.” As a result of keen inter¬ 
est among students at the U of 
Lowell, it has been arranged to 
implement a CCS model course 
within the school. Highlights 
of the course include a lack of 
instructor in the classroom and 
instead empowering the stu¬ 
dents themselves in the design 
of the course. “There is a con¬ 
nection between how we learn 
and activity.”

Where to Cut

With the cold war warriors almost out of a job, to the rescue 
comes Iraq. In the past few months. Congress has been battling 
over the budget. With the mounting concern over the federal 
deficit, meeting Gramham-Rudman Act, and the growing cost of 
the S&L Bailout, Congress has been pressured to cut program bud¬ 
gets. One of the budgets slated for the cuts is the defense budget. 
The Pentagon budget, the largest federal program, was initially pro¬ 
posed to be cut by 12 billion. This to some might seem a prodi¬ 
gious amount, but in terms of military spending it is a paltry sum. 
With an annual defense expenditure of over 300 billion (defense 
expenditures include both money for the Pentagon and Energy 
department) a 12 billion dollar cut would amount to less then 5%, 
which is rather miniscule. This should be considered against the 
fact that U.S. defense spending is roughly a third of all defense 
money spent worldwide, which is about 1 trillion dollars annually. 
It should also be noted that this figure does note include the billions 
of dollars lent to foreign countries which are then spent by the 
recipient nations on military hardware and training. 

The changing nature of the world political scene gave many in the 
defense industry the jitters. Fortunate for them Iraq, with the fourth 
largest army decided to invade Kuwait. Now all the defense indus¬ 
try experts are buzzing with prognostications of the need for mas¬ 
sive military spending. These same analysts see the need for big 
ticket items like the B-2 Stealth bomber and the SSN-21 Seawolf 
attack submarine and even the Strategic Defense Initiative (SDI). 
The grounds for their argument stems from their perceived threat of 
third world nations. Recently navy analysts took their case to the 
Senate Armed Services Committee in an effort to curb the growing 
opposition to the Seawolf a futuristic weapons system with a price 
tag of 1.2 billion dollars a copy. They cited the fact that several 
third world nations have submarines and pose a serious threat to 
U.S. national security. They however neglected to mention that 
subs owned by third world nations considered to be a threat amount 
to a total 39 submarines and mostly all North Koreans. In addi¬ 
tion to this they are old slow moving Soviet diesels which are best 
suited for shallow water operations and which are best engaged by 
surface vessels and aircraft. Thus the seemingly ominous threat of 
a third world sub attack, which needs defending by a billion-dollar- 
plus submerged wonder of technology is merely another attempt 
by the soon to be unemployed cold war warriors to maintain their 
cause. 

It’s no wonder the U.S. government rushed in to the Persian Gulf 
sending every available piece of sophisticated military hardware. 
Weapons that make no logistical sense in terms of potential desert 
warfare are being sent in an effort to justify their continued exis¬ 
tence. It would appear that concern for the Persian Gulf maybe of 
secondary importance. This is unfortunate for the young American 
foot soldier who unwittingly agrees to use these sophisticated 
weapons systems and who will probably discover this error after 
much human cost. Weapons from helicopters and tanks which 
either work poorly or not all to field combat fax machines are now 
deployed in Saudi Arabia. To think young American women and 
men are risking their lives in high stakes oil games for the covert 
purpose of bolstering an endangered defense industry. 

If the need for U.S. military intervention is necessary, and that is 
not as clear as some would have us believe, it should be done with 
weapons systems that are proven successful under the present 
potential conditions. This means U.S. forces would have to rely on 
systems which are technology simpler and less susceptible to sand, 
extreme heat and humidity. It would mean that weapons dependent 
on infrared guidance systems such as surface to air missiles, who’s 
sophisticated optics system is easily incapacitated by sand pitting, 
and thus rendered useless until serviced. The cost of this necessary 
maintenance would also be staggering and limiting in terms of 
U.S.’s ability to wage effective military action. It should be 
remembered that U.S. and Soviet involvement in Vietnam and 
Afghanistan proved that technological and numerical superiority 
was ultimately of little value. It should also be noted this reliance 
on this type of warfare actually proved to be regressive and may 
have actually led to their ultimate defeats.

Tipping the Scales on Election Day 


The University of Lowell is a 
great asset to the City of Low¬ 
ell, though State representative 
Susan Rourke does not seem to 
understand that. Susan Rourke 
has said that ULowell “always 
has their hand out but never 
gives back.” This demonstrates 
her profound ignorance about 
the value of this university to 
the economic stability if the 
City of Lowell. Studies have 
shown that the university’s total 
economic impact on the City of 
Lowell generated from stu¬ 
dents, faculty, and other 
employees exceeds $50 million 
per year. Ms. Rourke has 
never voted to increase funding 
to support ULowell; instead she 
has stood by and watched our 
budget shrink from $56 million 
in 1988 to 43 million in 1990. 

Susan Rourke also has some 
very nasty thins to say about 
the students at ULowell. For 
example, a few weeks ago she 
attended a Pawtucketville Citi¬ 
zens Council meeting (a group 
where some residents who live 
near the university meet with 
some student leaders to com¬ 
plain about student parking, 
partying and other issues). 
When she arrived she informed 
the angry council members that 
she just have 40 cars ticketed 
and towed from the street 
behind Smith Hall and Eames 


Hall. She was greeted with 
applause and cheers at her 
announcement. Her only moti¬ 
vation to do that was for politi¬ 
cal purposes—to get votes from 
the angry citizens. Later at the 
meeting she referred to the men 
of ULowell basically as rapists. 
She said, “Men at ULowell just 
want to get girls drunk and 
have their way with them.” 

As a student who lives in a 
residence hall, I am deeply 
offended that my representative 
can say such terrible things and 
get away with it. The reason 
why she does it is because 
ULowell has very little political 
clout. 

There are 12,000 students 
enrolled at the university, with 
2470 living in residence halls 
and another 1000 or so living in 
off-campus apartments. But of 
these people very few are regis¬ 
tered voters in Lowell. If we 
live in the city most of the year 
(which all students who live in 
Lowell both semesters do) then 
we can vote in Lowell. So in 
order to make a huge differ¬ 
ence, I urge everyone who lives 
in the city to transfer their reg¬ 
istration from their hometowns 
to the City of Lowell. There 
will be a drive on North and 
South Campuses in Tuesday the 
2nd and Wednesday the 3rd of 
October from 2:00-3:00 pm 


sponsored by SGA, RHA, Res 
Life, and Masspirg. If the 
4,000 students who live in 
Lowell during the school year 
all transfer their registration to 
Lowell, ULowell will finally 
get the respect we deserve. The 
commuters should all register 
to vote as well so they too can 
have a say in their hometowns. 
The more people we get to reg¬ 
ister, the better for the Ulowell 
community. 

Once we are all registered in 
Lowell we can vote for a State 
representative who cares about 
ULowell: Mary Bums. Mary 
is a ULowell graduate and she 
pledges her support to the uni¬ 
versity if elected. With all the 
budget cuts that have been hit¬ 
ting ULowell, we desperately 
need someone on Beacon Hill 
who is on our side.

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Reestablishing Reason As An American 

Value (part 2 in a series of 4)_ 


A clever way to deflect public 
away from clear-cut choices of 
policy concerning freedom and 
human rights is the presentation 
of two or more issues as a sin¬ 
gle issue. This device is often 
used by socialist policymakers 
who wish to undermine the 
Constitution by undermining 
the benefactors of it. 

A recent example of this 
trickery is the increase in cen¬ 
sorship of artists. Recently, as 
advised by a newspaper ad, I 
sent two prewritten Western 
Union telegrams to my Con¬ 
gressman which were to sup¬ 
posed to defend the First 
Ammendment provisions 
against censorship. In 
response, I received a letter 
from Senator Kennedy's office 
thanking me for my support for 
the funding of the National 
Endowment of the Arts. I did 
not intend to show my support 
for this. 

The juxtaposition of these 
two very different issues (cen¬ 
sorship and NEA funding) is 
not an accident; it is done 
repeatedly by both left-wing 


and right-wing policymakers 
for whom it is in the best inter¬ 
est to confuse the public into 
relinquishing a birthright which 
it would never give up in a 
clear symposium. The accep¬ 
tance of two opposed issues as 
a single issue is due to a lack of 
solid understanding of capital¬ 
ism (objectivism, rationality, 
reason, etc. ) by the general 
public. 

The success of the method 
against defenders of the Consti¬ 
tution is explained in the fol¬ 
lowing logical way. As a capi¬ 
talist, I am morally obligated to 
condemn censorship as a 
repressive act. Censorship is 
the physical prohibition by a 
non-private institution (eg. gov¬ 
ernment) of anything which 
does not physically interfere 
with anyone. However, I am 
also morally obligated not to 
support the NEA, or any other 
group funded by the govern¬ 
ment (other than a justice 
department, police force, and 
defense force). All things 
being equal, artists should be 
given equal rights, but no 


more. However, embroiled in a 
system where all things are not 
equal, it is arbitrary to select the 
NEA to attack. And faced with 
the juxtaposition of the censor- 
ship/NEA funding issues, one 
cannot attack censorship with¬ 
out violating another moral. 
This is a well planned Catch- 
22! The result is that a consci¬ 
entious American objectivist 
must sit back with his hands in 
his pockets and his mouth 
closed. 

There are many other exam¬ 
ples which may hit closer to 
home. For example, the fund¬ 
ing for abortion issue has crip¬ 
pled the right to abortion issue 
for many years since the legis¬ 
lators view them as a single 
issue. 

To avoid the trap, Americans 
must relearn some basic truths 
provided by the Constitution 
which have been distorted by 
200 years of irrational rhetoric. 
In next week's column, I will 
present some of these funda¬ 
mentals.

The Game III:Plymouth Seeks Revenge 


Jobin and Lane to Captain 
ULowell Basketball

On Saturday, September 
29th the ULowell Chiefs’ 
football team will travel up to 
Plymouth, New Hampshire. 
For the third year in a row the 
University of Lowell vs. 
Plymouth State College game 
will be a match of the 
undefeated which usually 
determines who wins the North 
Division. In 1988, the Chiefs 
went into the game at 3-0, as 
did Plymouth, but was 
humiliated 41-7 in a game that 
was picked up on ABC 
television. The following year 
it was the same scenario with a 
very different result. Lowell 
shocked the Panthers and the 
rest of the NEFC by playing a 
perfect game and scrapping by 
with a 31-28 victory. This 


year’s meeting should be 
nothing less than an awesome 
battle between the two best 
division three football teams in 
New England. 

Both teams feature some of 
the best football players in New 
England. For Plymouth State, 
Senior Quarterback Matt 
Jozokos was a pre-season All- 
American and is the ECAC All- 
Time leader in touchdown 
passes. Lowell matches with 
their All-American Tight End, 
Junior Tom Lafferty. PSC will 
have four-year starter Tracy 
Manter at runningback and 
Lowell will have four-year 
starter Brian Gauthier in their 
backfield. 

This game should be “an 
unbelievable battle” says 
Lowell head coach Dennis 


Scannell. “It wasn’t a fluke 
when we beat them last year 
and it’s not going to take a 
miracle for us to beat them this 
year.” The word around the 
Plymouth State campus is that 
they plan to “run up the score” 
and that Lowell has no chance 
to win. 

Lowell thinks otherwise. 
“This is a game we want to be 
in,” say Scannell. “If we win 
we will control our own 
destiny.” 

For Plymouth, it will be 
their Homecoming game and 
there will be an enormously 
large crowd. The game 
promises to one of the greatest 
games of the season if not the 
most important game in the 
University of Lowell’s football 
program’s history. 


Lowel- Senior guard Pascal 
Jobin and junior guard Steve 
Lane were named co-captians 
for the 1990-91 University of 
Lowell Men’s Basketball team. 
The announcement was made 
by head coach Stan Van Gundy 
folowing meeting with the 
players. 

Jobin and Lane each 
experienced the pressure of 
NCAA basketball tournaments. 
Jobin, a fifth-year senior, is the 
only remaining player from 
ULowel's 1987-88 Dicision 
Two National CHampionship 
team. Lane began his college 
career at the University of 
Rhode Island which advanced 
to the "Sweet Sixteen" in the 
NCAA tournament his 
freshman season (1987-88). 

"Pascal and Steve know 
what it takes to be successful," 
Van Gundy said. "They've both 
been on very ggod teams, and 
I'm sure they'll give this team 
great leadership." 

Jobin transferred to ULowell 
from Utica College, where he 
scored 3.4 points per game in 
24 contests as a freshman in 
1986-87. He joined the Chiefs 
in the middle of the 
championship season and 
contributed 2.5 ppg off the 
bench in 20 games. He played 
13 minutes and scored four 
points in the Chiefs 75-72 win 
over Alaska-Anchorage in the 


NCAA Final. In the two 
seasons since, the 5-11, 183- 
pounder has battled injuries. 
He played in 18 games in 1988- 

89 averaging 5.7 ppg. Last 
year he was redshirted after 
arthroscopic knee surgery. 

"Pascal has been here the 
longest of anyone on the team 
and his leadership qualities 
have become real obvious the 
last few years,” Van Gundy 
said. "If his knee holds up the 
whole season, he'll be a big 
bonus for us. He’s a smart, 
experienced player." 

As a freshman, Lane was a 
key reserve on the Rhode Island 
team that was eliminated from 
the NCAA tournament by 
Duke. He averaged 3.7 ppg 
and 1.2 rebounds in 29 games. 
His playing time declined under 
a new coach his sophomore 
season when he averaged 2.8 
ppg, and he transferred to 
ULowell. He sat out the 1989- 

90 basketball season, but was a 
member of coach Jim Stone's 
baseball team. He set a team 
record with 35 stolen bases and 
led the slub with a .365 
average. 

"When we were recruiting 
Steve, we were recruiting him 
for his leadership as much as 
his playing ability," Van Gundy 
said. "He’s a very good player, 
certainly one of the players 
were counting on to perform.
